Str: The regents of the New Mexico Military Institute 
have the honor to submit their fourth biennial report, with 
special reference to the progress and condition of the school 
during the fiscal year ending November 380, 1902, and to call 
attention to the phenomenal growth attained and the excel- 
lent work accemplished by the institute since it was opened 
to students in September, 1898. | 

As this institution belongs to the whole territory and is 
supported in part by a tax levy, we have exerted every effort 
to make it a school suited to the needs of the people in gen- 
eral and of benefit not merely to Roswell and Chaves county 
but of equal value to every town and county in New Mexico. 
The school knows no class distinction, but is bringing to- 
gether our people of all races, ranks and religions, and the 
work of the school is beyond all estimation ір its beneficial 
and harmonizing influence. ‘Local day students are not re- 
ceived, and thus the danger of making the schoola mere high 
school for Roswell and vicinity is avoided. This is also a 
necessity from a military point of view. Every student en- 
ters the school upon exactly the same basis, and is required 
to live in barracks day and night under strict garrison duty. 

As the number of cadets to be received is limited by the 
capacity of the buildings in sleeping quarters, the school has 
been obliged during the present session to decline several 
applications from other states in order to hold places for the 
territorial appointees and cadets. We consider these en- 
titled to first consideration. Up to the date of this report, 
one hundred and two cadets have matriculated for the pres- 
ent session and applications for ‘admission January 1st are 
coming in, most of which will have to be refused for lack of 
dormitory room. | 
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In order that you may better understand the breadth and 
extent of our patronage, we wish to call attention to the fol- 
lowing recapitulation of the number of cadets now in attend- 
ance from the various counties of New Mexico and from the 


states and territories:

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From this table it will be seen that about 77 per cent are 
from the territory asa whole, while the county of Chaves 
contributes less than 17 per cent of the total number re~ 
ceived, and about 25 per cent are from other states. This 
demonstrates the fact that the schoolis receiving its patron- 
age from all parts of the territory and is in no sense a local 

rinstitution. Another interesting fact in regard to the at- 
tendance this session is that fully 75 per cent of the students 
of last year returned for this year, as did several students 
of former years who were not here last year. The school 
has the loyal support of its patrons. 

For the session of 1901-1902, seventy-nine cadets were en- 
rolled, which number comfortably filled the living quarters, 
and at the beginning of the present session the attendance 
was so great that we decided to erect a new ten-room build- 
ing in addition to cutting off four comfortable living rooms 
in the gymnasium by means of partitions. | 

These together furnished additional quarters for twenty- 
eight cadets. The new building was designed апа :construct- 
ed in such a way that it may be used as a wing of the bar- 
racks building which we hope to erect as soon as the bond 
issued granted the school by the Thirty-fuurth Legislative 
Assembly is approved by Congress. It is the policy of the 
school to make all improvements substantial and permanent, 
and the new building was erected with that endin view at a 
cost of $2,300. 

The property of the Institute consists of forty acres of 
land, all under fence, ten acres of which are irrigated, set in 

grass and planted: with trees, making beautiful parade 
` grounds and campus. The town is building very rapidly in 
the direction of the school and has entirely surrounded it. 
Naturally the property is becoming very valuable. The 
buildings consist of the large four-story brick structures de- 
scribed in our former reports and four substantial frame 
buildings. There has never been any special appropriation 
for the construction of these buildings, but as the school was 
obliged to have them, we used part of the money appropriat- 
ed for current expenses and by the hardest efforts managed 
to earn money with which to run the school. 

Since our last report we have put ina system of water works 
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atacost of $3,563.58. This system consists of an artesian 
well 290 feet deep located at the bottom of the hill 1,700 feet 
south of the institute and is cased with 8-inch casing. The . 
well gushes seventeen feet above the ground and furnishes 
power to operate a No. 80 ram, which is connected by 5-inch 
galvanized iron pipe with the 10,000 gallon tank, the same 
formerly filled by the steam pump. The tankis sixty feet, 
above the foundation of the main building and has pressure 
enough to throw water оп top of any of the buildings. Тһе 
-ram forces water onto the grounds at the rate of 120 
gallons per minute and supplies all the water needed. This 
is a great saving as the old system required the running of 
the engine nearly every day and the expense in fuel and at- 
tefition was great. Since our last report we have also had the 
main building partially replastered and painted throughout. 
We have fenced the entire grounds and erected a large store 
room and stable. А

. Which leaves $15,784.59 for the five years, or an average 
of $8,156.91 per session for the maintenance of the appointed 
cadets, which amount in the opinion of the Regents is.a -very 
- meagre allowance considering the advantages given the ap- 
pointees and the splendid course of study and training fur- 
nished cadets in general at the very reasonable charge of 
$200 per session, which amount is charged for tuition, board, 
lodging, laundry and medical attention for the nine months 
of the session. 

A thorough military school is always an expensive one, and 
especially is this the case in this country, The New Mexico 
- Military Institute has aimed to give to the people of this ter- 
ritory a regularly disciplined, thoroughly equipped training 
school for young men and boys, and it has succeeded to a 
very great extent, but it has reached a point where it should 
have a larger appropriation in order to hold and continue 165 
work, or it must of necessity stagnate. A school of this class 
cannot stand still. The institute has been and is still grow- 
ing rapidly, but without money to build more living querters 
and equip further scientific departments, it will begin to de- 
cline. We wish to maintain this school in its position as one 
of the very best in the Southwest, and we view with dismay 
the possibility of its either standing still or declining. 

As a practical example of the work done by the school, one 
of its first three graduates was able to enter the second year 
or sophomore class at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
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nology, about the best technical school in the country. He 
entered the class with ease and was prepared in many of the 
subjects for a higher class. Contending as we are against a 
lack of facilities, we are still able to accomplish good results, 
and-we wish to found and equip further scientific depart- 
ments which- will give us greater power to train and develop 

+ the minds of the students with a practical end in view. We 
need money to maintain the departments already established - 
and to found: others. 

Without detracting from or interfering with any of the 
other schools of the Territory, we claim that, cutting off-local © 

Р ; | 

patronage of children, we are really educating more students 
from the Territory at large than any other territorial institu- 
tion. We further claim that weare maintaining thesestudents 
at the lowest possible cost and giving them a military and aca- 
demic training which will make them better citizens in time of 
peace and solders ready toserve or command should their 
services be required; the course of study is suited to the 
needs of the country and is thorough and complete; the grad- 
uates of the school are prepared for business or to enter the 
highest universities. We therefore respectfully request 
that we be given a proportion of the taxes equal to or greater 
than the greatest amount given to any of the territorial 
schools. l 

Again, we believe that the Territory should take into con- 
sideration the fact that the Institute has given back бо it in 
buildings and in improvement of grounds almost every dol- 
lar donated to it, and that the property, land, buildings and 
improvements today equal or exceed in value $62,846.55; the 
total amount of Territorial money expended upon the school. 
Instead of using the levy for the purpose of paying teachers’ 
salaries, etc., the school has returned most of it in buildings 
and permanent improvements, and has bya hard struggle 
earned the money with which it has met its current ex- 
penses. 

Not only are these current expenses growiug larger every 
year on accouut of the increased care and attention which it 
is necessary to bestow upon the property to improve it and 
keep it in good condition, but the demands upon the school 
are growing; a larger library is necessary, and the demand 
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for laboratories and scientific apparatus cannot longer be de- 
ferred without injuring the prestige of the school and se- 
riously retarding its progress. We therefore recommend 
that the school be re imbursed at least in part for the money 
it has expended upon buildings and permanentimprovements 
out of that appropriated for running expenses. The present 
subsistence quarters would serve very nicely for the location 
of the laboratories, and they could be fitted up at small ex- 
pense. A new mess hall witha capacity to seat a hundred 
and fifty persons is really a necessity to the schoo] and will 
soon have to be built. We would recommend that the Legis- 
lature appropriate $6,000 for the purpose ef enabling us to 
make the necéssary changes. 

By an Act of the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly, the 
Institute was granted a bond issue of $25,000; same to be se- 
cured by 25,000 acres of schoolland, and the proceeds of this 
bond issue are to be used for the erection of a new barracks 
building sufficiently large to meet the demand for dormitory 
room. The same law directs that the Governor and each 
member of the Thirty-fourth and each succeeding Legislative 
Assembly shall appoint one cadet to the Military Institute, 
who shall be received by the Institute and given tuition, 
lodging and medical attention and military equipment and 
training free of cost and board at actual cost for the two 
years succeeding his appointment. The school furnishes 
board to these Territorial cadets at the rate of $12.50 per 
month and makes no charge for laundry. 

The school has been growing and enlarging ever since it 
was first opened, but with these fixed charges upon its dor- 
initory room, it will be practically impossible for it to earn 
much money over and above its expenses by taking more 
pupils until the quarters are enlarged. We have been an- 
xiously waiting for the approval of the bond issue in order 
that the new barracks may be built, and we would recom- 
mend that the Thirty-fifth Lagislative Assembly take such 
action as it may deem advisable towards getting Congress to 
approve the bond issue. А | 

COMMISSARY DEPARTMENT. 

This department has been well managed, and the cadets are 

given the very best and the most wholesome food that can be

obtained. Тһе general bill of fare is as follows: Breakfast: 
Oat meal, hot biscuit, steak, fried potatoes, apple sauce, 
butter, molasses, milk, tea and coffee. Dinner: Soup, roast 
beef, four vegetables, cold bread and dessert. Supper: 
cold bread, cold meat or stew, опе to, three vegetables, 
butter, milk, tea and coffee. 

All goods, stores, fuel and fixtures are contracted for by 
> the Regents, and every опе is given an opportunity to bid, 
and in choice of bids and letting of contracts no partiality is 
shown. Groceries are contracted for by the year and are 
delivered in nine instalments. This department is of neces- 
sity a great expense to the school, as both labor and food 
products are high priced, but great care and: discrimination 
is exercised and the commissary is run as economically as 
possible. 

The kitchen force consists of ahead cook and two assist- 
ants, and the cooking is well done, nicely seasoned "апа 
served in good style. 


HEALTH OF CADETS. 


The general health of the, cadets has always been good. 
During the past year there has been no epidemic of any kind 
and no serious sickness. The Institute Surgeon is faithful 
and attentive in looking after the health of the cadets and 
the sanitary arrangements are of thevery best. Cadets are 
required to keep their quarters well ventilated and clean at 
all times. 

But few schools can present a finer, more healthful look- 
ing corps of cadets. 


MILITARY DEPARTMENT. 


We recognize that it is the discipline of a military school 
that constitutes its great worth and wins for it the com- 
mendation and praise of men who are themselves approved, 
commended and applauded by all. The military department 
is in a splendid condition and has been so throughout the en- 
tire term. The battalion of cadets is well organized and 
thoroughly drilled. The battalion consists of three companies 
and is under the command of an experienced faculty officer, 
who has as his assistants a full staff of efficient cadet officers. 
The other members of the faculty assist the commandant as 


„= 
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much as is in their power and are constantly watching over 
the deportment and behavior of the cadets. 

We regret to report thatthe cadets are poorly armed, there 
being only eighty Springfield rifies and their accoutrements. 
The great weight of these arms and accoutrements renders 
them more or less unsuifable for use and besides they are 
out-of date weapons. It is impossible to teach artillery 


and cavalry exercises on account of the total lack of all neces- " 


sary equipment and stores. 
According to Section 1225 Revised Statutes as amended by 


the act of September 26, 1888, and the regulations published ` 


in general order No. 94, headquarters U. S. army, the insti- 
tute is in every respect qualified and entitled to the detail of 
an army officer as instructor in military science and tactics. 
We have applied to the adjutant general U. S. army without 


success. Ifitis possible for the territorialadministration to- 


assist us in securing this detail, so that the institute may draw 
its military supplies from the government of the United 
States, we most earnestly solicit your co-operation. Could 
these stores and equipment be secured, there is no school in 
the country better suited for their practical use. 


COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


The course of instruction embraces four years of collegiate 
work and two of preparatory. The collegiate curriculum pro- 
vides for four years’ work in English, mathematics, Spanish 
and Latin, two in German, French and Greek, one in geology, 
commercial law, physics and astronomy and two in chem- 
istry. The preparatory classes study the elements of En- 
glish, geography, arithmetic, orthography, composition, phy- 
siology and history. Thorough, honest work is being donein 
both departments. In the business department instruction 
is givenin bookkeeping and stenography under the supervi- 
sion of a competent and practical stenographer. 


THE FACULTY. 


The faculty is composed of six experienced and capable men, 
graduates of good colleges and universities, earnest and de- 
voted to their work and well suited to their departments. 
They live in barracks with the cadets, eat at the same tables 
with them and look after their welfare day and-night. Be- 
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sides the special instructor in stenography, there are two 
in music, one for the cadet band and one for. instrumental 
and vocal music. | ј 

We feel that weare justified in speaking in the highest 
terms of the earnest, faithful and intelligent assistance we 
have received from the faculty officers, not only in the dis- 
charge of their various academic duties but of their exem- 


~ plary conduct and efficiency in maintaining discipline. We 


are much gratified in being able to report the corps of eadets 
in excellent бошот as regards health, drill, discipline and 
instruction · 

In conclusion we would say that your Board holds a ‚ meet- 


‘ing at the school the first Tuesday of every month for the 


purpose of auditing the accounts of the preceeding month 
and of looking into the general financial and academic work- 
ing of the school. We inspect the cadet sleeping quarters, 

section rooms, mess hall, kitchen and store rooms. So far 
this session we have found every thing in splendid condition 

and the prospect for the remainder of the session exception- 

ally good. i
